S.R.O. 172, dt. 25th Apl. 1957. — The following byelaws for the control and 
supervision of Mills in the Cantonment of Meerut, made by the Cantonment 
Board, Meerut, in exercise of the powers conferred by clause (17) of section 282 
and section 283 of the Cantonments Act, 1924 (2 of 1924), are hereby published 
for general information, the same having been previously published and hav- 
ing been [approved and confirmed by the Central Government as required by 
sub-section (1) of section 284 of the said Act, namely: — 

L 

Byelaws for the control and supervision of mills in Meerut Cantonment. 

1. In these byelaws, ‘mill’ means any mill for making flour, dall or oil, rice 
mill, textile mill, factory for the pressing or ginning of cotton or other manu- 
factory worked by oil or electricity. 
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2. No mill shall be established after the coming into force of these byelaws- 
except within such areas as may be approved and notified by the Cantonment 
Board for this purpose. 

3. (1) No person shall establish or maintain a mill except under a licence, 
in Form II annexed to these byelaws issued by the Cantonment Board. 

(2) Every licence so issued shall be hung in a conspicuous place within tha 
premises of the mill concerned. 

4. The grant of licence shall not be refused except on any of the following 
grounds, namely: — 

(a) that the application for licence is not in proper form; 

(b) that the applicant has not complied with the requirements of any of 

these byelaws. 

5. The building or premises in which a flour mill is proposed to he installed 
shall: — 

(i) be situated at a reasonable distance from any place which gives out 
offensive smell such as latrine or cesspit; 

(li) consist of a solid structure able to withstand the vibration of the 
engine, with adequate space for fixing a dynamo or engine in a 
railed enclosure; 

(ill) he paved with concrete or cement; 

(iv) have cemented walls not less than 5 feet in height with a ceiling roof 

and be properly ventilated and lighted; 

(v) be provided with a place where customers can stand and watch their 

respective quantities being milled; and 

(vi) have a roof not less than 12 feet in height,. 

6. A flour mill sh'all be used only for grinding foodgrains which are properly 
cleaned. 

7. The machinery shall De fixed on a concrete foundation away from the walla 
of the building in such a manner that the vibrations of the machine do not effect 
the building and the residents thereof, and shall be provided with a silencer. 

8. In the case of mills run by oil, there shall be a chimney of adequate height 
so fixed as to eliminate nuisance and danger to persons residing in the neigh- 
bourhood on account of the smoke. 

9. Every mill shall be worked only between the hours of 6-00 a.m. and 0-00 
p.m. or between such hours as may specifically be laid down by the Cantonment 
Board in respect of that mill and shall be open for inspection during this period 
by the Members of the Board, the Executive Officer and such other officers 
or servants of the Board as may be authorised in this behalf by the Board. 

10.. The premises of every mill and the apparatus and containers used therein 
shall be kept clean and the persons working therein shall be inoculated and 
certified as free from any contagious disease by the Medical Officer incharge 
Cantonment General Hospital, Meerut. 

11. (a) Every application for a licence referred to in byelaw 3 shall be made 
In writing to the Executive Officer in Form I annexed to these byelaws. 

(b) Such application shall be made in the case of any mill in existence on the 
date of coming into force of these byelaws within fifteen days from that date. 

Note: — Copies of the prescribed application form may be obtained from the 
Cantonment Board Office on payment of annas two only. 

12. A contravention of any of these byelaws shall be punishable with fine 
which may extend to fifty rupees and, in the case of a continuing contravention, 
with an additional fine which may extend to five rupees for every day, during 
which such contravention continues after conviction for the first such contraven- 
tion. 

13. If the licence commits any contravention of these byelaws, his licence 
shall, without prejudice to the provisions of byelaw 12, be liable to cancellation 
by the Executive Officer and no fresh licence shall be regard to him until such 
time as he has carried out the orders of the Executive Officer, to his satisfaction 
for the purpose of enforcing these byelaws. 

14. Any person aggrived by an order of the Executive Officer cancelling a 
Licence may appeal against such orders within fifteen days from the date of such 
order, to the President of the Cantonment Board.
